He gives thn names 
of hia accomplices and makes known 
many details ol the work of tho utrlkere 
heretofore unknown to the general pub- 
lic.

I bave 
led a wild, reckless and perhaps a fool- 
ish life, but with death staring me in the 
face, and as I bave hopes of a hereafter, 
my conscience is guiltless of the crime 
of murder, In the name oi my family, 
who have always borne a high and hon- 
orable reputation wherever known, I 
plead with you to save me from an igno- 
minious death and my family from ever- 
lasting disgrace.

Deacon \Vill iam Tnnvbriilge was a 


small fanner living near Shoboyf-uii 
l-'alls. Huwent t litre nver'iO years ago. 
JJcuidi'S tilling a little patch of ground 
ihe deacon, who was indeed tho very 
soul of honor aud ever had the respect 
:uid conlidence of all in that commu- 
nity, was in the habit, before regular 
preachers wcro sent there, of reading a 
>ermon or exhorting. There was no 
sliam about Deacon Trow bridge's piety. 
He was .sincerity itself. 


Fifty years ago tho little village was 


visited by n smallpox epidemic — an old 
fashioned, widespread and spreading 
epidemic— and they didn't know how 
tu scotch it as well as they do now, 


The llrst Sunday after tho dreaded 


disease made its appcaraneo the deacon's 
congregation was quilo largo. At the 
end of tho services he made an announce- 
ment iu about those words: 


"These services will bo postponed un- 


til after tho smallpox disappears from 
t)ie community. From this on I shall 
j_'ivo my services to tho stricken fam- 
ilies. I .shall minister to their wants. 
help to nurse them, and when they die 
follow thorn to tho gravu. It may bu a 
Imig term or it may bo u short term, 
but, however long or however short, it 
is my plain duty to help my distressed 
neighbors." 


Tho word was well suited to tho ac- 


tion which followed. The good old dea- 
con hurried to his home, changed his 
clothes, bade his family goodby and at 
onee began his work of meroy. What a 
work it was! The epidemic lasted near- 
ly all winter. ir,irge numbers died. Few 
in tho village escaped tho disease. The 
deacon's example was followed by oth- 
ers. Men went to their homos, told their 
wives and children what the deacon hai 
said and was doing, arranged thoir busi- 
ness, provided fuel and provisions, kissed 
their dear ones mid wont to tho aid of 
tho unfortunate. 
Jjiku tho deacon they 


went, without reward or hope of reward. 
Jjiko him they spent weeks and f-omo of 
them months in that service without; 
daring to go homo lo.st their dear ones 
catch tho disease. 


Tho strangest of all this Ftrango ex- 


jirrieiiCL-is tlm fact that neither thudea- 
(Mii, tlio good souls who imitated his ex- 
ample nor limit- families were overtaken 
by the malady, notwithstanding thofact 
that thu watchers, helpers and nurses 
•\\-eni iilmnst constantly in tho presence 
of tlm milVering patients and notwith 
Banding Uio fact that they laid nut and 
hcltvd to bury tins dead. 


Nearly halt' of Ihu deacon's congrega- 


fion hail disappeared when, tho next 
sin-inn, ho resumed 
Kervice.s in 
the 


sehnolhoiis.e. It was a sorrowful Snn- 
d:iv. Thos-'e- in tho audience who had not 
lu.-t members of their family had loxt 
neighbors and dear friend*. 
When the 


good old Chris! ian had ruad a chapter, 
prayed ami i;uiu<d a practical sermon, 
hu referred feelingly to tho scenes 
through which 
tlio community had 


passi'd. I thinlc every man, woman and 
ehild In the room, including (ho deacon, 
wupt. At tho close of tlio talk ho iifikud 
all present to .-join him on thuir knees 
in asking tfial; Iho community might 
(ac-apt; Mich visitations for nil Him: to 
como. If wan u most earnest appeal, I 
boliovo that that prayer liu.s been an- 
swered. Thoro may have boon n few 
cases of smallpox there since then, but 
tliero has novur been an epidemic. 


Tho Sunday nfler Humter was fired 


upon, and v.-hilu Deacon Trow bridge 
wan conducting servicos in the ISaptisI 
church, tho denomination to which ho 
belonged for over HO years, hu and his 
concregatioil wero disturbed by a great 
commotion in tho street right in front 
of tlio church. Thero wcro beating of 
drums and .sounds of life much out; of 
time. It was so uncommon a thing dial 
most of tho congregation walked or 
ran out of Iho church. Finally tho dea- 
con closed tho liiblo and slowly follow- 
ud hid Hoeing Hock. When outside, ho 
asked tho causo of "this unseemly dis- 
turbance on thu Lord's day." riomo ono 
told him that tho president had called 
for soldiers to uphold tho honor mid tlie 
Jhigof tlio nation and that they wcr.i 
going to raiso u company right (hen 
and there. 


The old dcnwn'Hoyi'H (lashed a.-? ho 


walked out into the street, where a 
young follow was irregularly pmi:uling 
u bass drum, and said; "Nathan, I 
know it is Sunday and that all but tho 
Lord's work should bo abandoned, bin 
the saving of our country ami the 
shielding of its ling from dishonor is 
tho Lord's work. Give, mo that drum. " 
And that modol of piety strapped on 
tho big drum and went lo pounding, 
greatly outdoing Nathan iu two iv- 
ppocts— ho made morn uoiso and kept 
perfect timo. Ho drummed as no ono 
bcforo had never drummed in thu little 
village. AH if it had gono on lightning 
wings, word flow through tho commu- 
nity tlmt Deacon Trowbridgo hud left his 
pulpit to beat 11 drum, and on Sunday 
too. 


SVithin half an hour nearly every one 


in town and many from tho outskirts 
had gathered around tho old drummer, 
all cheering him, and on .Sunday too. 
That night Nathan Cole, who had been 
relieved as drummer by tlio deacon, 
went, to Khcboygan with enough men to 
mako up what became Company U oi 
tho Fourth Wisconsin.— .T. A. Watrous 
iu Chicago Times-Herald.

ecu buried in a mound of earth. Tho 
uxm-ianco of tho foliage and tbo crop
